The horse is forded to suffer just 

for fashion. It is a cruel, shame- 
ful, cold* blooded set, to out a horse's 
tail ofT. The horse can not brush 
the flies off his back or hind legs 
any more. What right have people 
to torment and disfigute God's 
creatures. 

Mrs Sage warned us against mak- 
ing the Check rein too tight on 

horses. If a horse should happen 
to slip, it would be proper to loosen 

the harness at once. Many drivers 
flog their horses instead of petting 
them. Tin* horses used by the tiro

Report of Moving Picture 
Committee. 

I,os Angeles, Cau, Oct. 21, 1912. 

Mr. Olof Hanson, 

Pres. N. A. D. 
Seattle, Wash. 

Dear Sir : — Some time ago I 
promised to send additional informa- 
tion on the progress made by the 
Moving Picture Committee. This 
Committee, as you know, had to 
proceed with caution on account of 
the expense and trouble that attends 
the exhibition of films. Being made 
of highly inflammable material, they 
were prohibited from exhibition, 
by fire laws everywhere, in private 
homes and public halls, except in 
asbestos lined booths. The expense 
in hiring a show house proved often 
too great for the scattered small 
bands of the deaf. To illustrate : 
When exhibitions were held in Los 
Angeles, we found the rental of a 
show house was $ 20 to $ 30, but by 
engaging it after the closing hour 
9:30 on off-nights, the price was 
reduced to $7,50, and in another* 
case to $5.00. The late hours, 
however, always affected the size of 
the receipts. Chiefly on this 
account the use of the films could 
not be popularized, and several local 
societies were compelled to cancel 
exhibitions owing to the expense 
involved. 

Fortunately, the grip of the Mov- 
ing Picture Trust has been broken 
by the courts, and now portable fire- 
proof projecting machines, costing 
under $ioo t are being placed on the 
market and there is a prediction that 
before long theg will be as popular 
in homes as phonographs. By the 
use of glower lights, adjusted to in- 
candescent light socket, they give al- 
most as brilliant light as arc carbon, 
and with absolute safety. Mr, Loucks 
has been assigned to look into the 
merits of the several machines and 
report. Should one be finally select- 
ed, it ought to popularize our move- 
ment and permit of exhibitions being 
arranged in circuits (offers to this 
arraugement having already been 
received), thereby proving a big 
drawing card to the N. A. D. , and 
by means of accompanying lectures 
and talks, might be the means of in- 
creasing its membership. 

The Committee voted to allow 
several experiments to be made 
under my direction with a moving 
picture camera, on condition it is 
loaned us without charge, for the 
purpose of learning, if it is not pos- 
sible to make successful films by 
ourselves at greatly reduced cost, 
and without the usual attending 
expense and delays occasioned by 
commercial firms. Perhaps only a 
small portion of the appropriation, 
$50, will be used, whatever film is 
made with it, will belong to the N. 
A. D, and be of some use. 

In correspondence with an 
portant official of the N. A. D., we 
were asked on the advisability and 
on the cost of having certain scenes 
at the Cleveland Convention re- 
produced, the party guaranteeing all 
expense if his plans are successful, 
and to turn the filmi over to the 
custody of the Committee for the 
purpose of using them to keep State 
legislatures and school board inform- 
ed. 



Mr. James F. Donnelly, of New 
York, urged the Committee to secure 
the full film of the celebration by 
the French deaf before the statue of 
De l'Epee at Versailles, and he has 
been appointed as a committee of 
one to report on the cost. The 
film was made by Pathe Freres. 

Mr. Stewart writes he has finally 
succeeded in locating the Wolcott 
Coombs film and will report result. 
He is also in negotiation with Mr. 
McGregor for a film to be taken in 
Washington during the Christinas 
holidays. Subject not yet decided 
upon. Three hundred dollars were 
voted for the purpose, subject to 
your approval. 

The committee also unanimously 
agreed to invite former President 
Veditz. No date has been set, and 
will not until the result of the Mc- 
Gregor film is known. It has been 
suggested that Mr. Veditz say some- 
thing in connection with the aims 
and purposes of the N. A, D., with 
which he is so familiar. Anybody 
is invited to send suggestions. They 
will be cordially appreciated. 

Among other actions taken by the 
Committee, unanimously, were : 

1. Formal acceptance of the Gal- 
laudet and College films, and 
approving the expense, $617.59. 
Resolutions of thanks were ex- 
tended and sent to the sub-com- 
mittee, Mr. Stewart, Dr. Hotch- 
kiss and Dr. Draper, in apprecia- 
tion of their labor. 

2. Formally approving the Tieasur" 
er's geueral collection expens e 
from October, 1909, to June i» 
1912, of $229.34, as audited by 
expert accountants, and previous- 
ly published in the Journal. 

3. Appropriating $100 for office ex- 
penses of the Chairman, to in- 
stall filing devices and to include 
typewriter as per following reso- 
lution: — 

M WHEREAS, O. H. Regensburg, 
beginning with the year 1909, has 
National Treasurer 
of the M. P. fund of the N. A. D. 

"V is, He has used during 

all that period a typewriter bought 
with his own money for the exclu- 
sive use in the M. P. work, and that 
said typewriter is now worn out from 
coustant manifold use.

various small expenses not accounted

We have often had attention call- 
ed to such statements as " the in- 
gratitude of deaf/' Probably in the 
case of children whose minds and 
hearts have not been educated, there 
is some basis for the assertion. But 
this is not because they are deaf, but 
because they are children. Selfish- 
ness is not confined to deaf children, 
but is as distinctively and propor- 
tionately a characteristic of children 
who can hear and speak. 

When educated properly, the deaf 
who have reached what we may call 
the considerate and reflection stage 
of life, betray invariably a keen 
sense of gratitude, which in the past 
has taken the form of substantial 
testimonials, cheerfully contributed 
to and joyfully presented. 

One of the earliest testimonials of 
the gratitude of the deaf is the Gal- 
laudet Monument, which stands in 
front of the American School at 
Hartford, Ct. This is the school 
founded by Gallaudet — the first 
school for the education of the deaf 
in the New World. They had previ- 
ously honored both Gallaudet and 
Laurent Clerc by gifts of silver ser- 
vice, through sporadic donations. 

The Gallaudet Monument, how- 
ever, was achieved by organization. 
It is the first instance of organized 
work among the deaf, and resulted 
in the permanent organization of 
the New England Gallaudet Ajflfr- 
eU Deaf- Mutes, which is at 

the present day in existence, hold- 
ing biennial conventions, and putting 
the full strength of united endeavor 
to the wheel of progress in all things 
that affect the deaf of the New Eng- 
land States. 

The Gallaudet Monument Asso- 
ciation was formed soon after the 
death of Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet, 
in 1 8.5 1. Laurent Clerc was the 
president. The deaf of those olden 
days, away back in the middle of 
the 19th Century, collected from 
their deaf brethren everywhere, and 
leas than three years erected the 
monument, on which they had carved 
an in,v that reads : — 

Hrected to the Memory of Rev. 
Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet, L L. D. , 
rv Draf and Dumb of thr 

Unitk i& t as a testimoni; 

profound gratitude to their earliest 
and best friend and benefactor 

The monument has a base of 
Quincy granite and a shaft of white 
marble. It is over twenty feet high, 
and was designed by Albert News* 
am, a deaf-mute of Philadelphia, 
who was in his day one of the matt 
skillful engravers and lithographers 
in the United States. 

The sculptured panel, represent- 
ing Gallaudet teaching the manual 
alphabet to two little girls and a boy, 
was designed by John Carlin, a deaf- 
mute painter of # New York City, who 
ranked among the eminent artists of 

At the dedication ceremonies, on 
September 6th, 1854, Laurent Clerc 
presided and made the principal ad- 



dress. An address was made by 
Mayor Deming of the City of Hart- 
ford, who was followed by John 
Carlin, Gilbert C. W. Gamage, Rev. 
Dr. Thomas Gallaudet, Dr. Harvey 
Prindle Peet, Thomas Brown and 
JohnO. David— all, with the excep- 
tions of Drs. Gallaudet and Peet, 
being deaf-mutes. 

The deaf-mutes fondly believed 
that the monument would endure 
for all time. They gave of their 
best in work and substance; they 
honored their first great benefactor; 
they gave the credit to the deaf 0/ 
the United States. 

For fifty-eight years the ever- 
changing temperatures — the heat 
and cold, the rain and snow — have 
gradually been weakening the monu- 
mental shaft, until to-day it is in 
danger of collapsing into utter ruin. 
The National Association of the 
Deaf took up the burden of its repair 
at the Colorado Convention. The 
matter was referred to the Executive 
Committee of the Association, which 
took favorable action, and President 
Hanson has appointed Dr. Thomas 
F. Fox, Dr. John B. Hotchkiss, and 
Mr. Harley D. Drake, a committee 
to solicit contributions for the Repair 
Fund. 

These gentlemen have gotten up 
and distributed circulars, subscrip- 
tion blanks, etc., and are straining 
every nerve to collect $1,500 on or 
before December 10th. President 
Hanson's idea is to secure the entire 
amount in a single day — on Gal- 
laudet Day, December 10th, 191 2. 

We believe it can be done. It will 
be an object lesson upon the value of 
organized effort, as well as an ex- 
ample to the world of the discrimi- 
nating intelligence and profound 
gratitude of the deaf. Whoever 
you may be who reads this, please 
consider it your duty to donate a 
sum, no matter how small, for the 
propose of strengthening, or recon- 
structing, the Gallaudet Monument 
at Hartford. The men and women 
— the deaf-mutes of another day — 
who erected this monument, have all 
gone to their final home. None of 
them had the vast and varied edu- 
cational privileges such as the deaf 
of the present day enjoy. They 
lacked ever so many of our ad van 
tages, and accomplished their self 
imposed task under a tremendous 
handicap. Gallaudet' s name is im- 
perishable. But to the deaf the 
Gallaudet Monument is emblematic 
not alone of that great and good 
man's worth and work, but also of 
the grateful hearts of those whom 
he benefited. 

Let us all contribute on Gallaudet 
Day. Make your pledges now, to any 
of the committee's agents, who are 
everywhere, but be sure your 
money is paid in on or before the 
1 oth day of December next. 

All the deaf-mute societies in the 
United States should make donations 
from their respective treasuries, and 
their members should contribute as 
individuals.

Under the title of " France and 
the World's Congress of the Deaf," 
Mr. Henry Jansen Haight took a 
large audience of Philadelphia deaf 
on a tour through some of the 
principal cities of that foreign 
country and narrated some of the 
doings of the recent congress, that 
is of especial interest to the deaf of 
America, at All Souls' Hall, on Sat- 
urday evening, 9th of November. 
He was able to do this in a conveni- 
ent and most interesting way, by 
means of the stereopticion belong- 
to AH Souls' Church for the Deaf. 
Moreover, while the lecture was 
given under the auspices of the 
Philadelphia Local Branch, P, S. 
A. D., he generously bore all the 
expenses himself for the benefit of 
the Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf, 
at Doylestown, Pa. In apprecia- 
tion of this great service, the deaf 
turned out to see the lecture in such 
numbers the hall was filled almost 
to its full capacity. 

Before beginning his lecture, Mr. 
Haight read a letter from his friend, 
Mr. Samuel Frankenheim, New 
York, expressing regret at his in- 
ability to attend the lecture and, as 
an evidence of interest in the good 
object of benefitting the Home, en- 
closing his check for $5.00, as his 
contribution.
